GROWERS RENEW EFFORT 
TO ASSURE STATE 
MARKET ORDER | 


SACRAMENTO—With more than | 
50 per cent of California’s Bartlett | 
pear growers having assented in 
writing to the provisions of a pro-, 
posed marketing order, leaders of 
the industry today predicted that 
sufficient additional assents will be 
registered within the next few days 
so that the order may be made ef- 
fective by State Director of Agri- 
culture W. B. Parker for this sea- 
son. 

The order would control] the grade 
and size of California Bartlett 
pears shipped to markets within the 
State. 

To make the order effective, more 
than 65 per cent of the growers and 
handlers must assent to the mar- 
| keting proposal. The assenters must 
represent 65 per cent of the total 
volume of fresh Bartlett pears pro- 
duced in the state last year. 

So far 1215 growers have sent 
in their signed assents to the State 
; Department of Agriculture. Of the 
| handlers, 101 have agreed to the 
proposed order. 

To secure the remaining number 
of assents, the Bartlett Pear Indus- 
try Board, headed by G. E. Dye, of 
Sacramento, is sending additional 
assent forms to those who have not 
been reached in the various districts 
; by the county industry committee 
men.
